Construction delays have 

forced the student mall's 
completion to be set back to the 
end of November due to 
unfoneen delays. 1. 

Dr. Larry NesbiuMU 
Director of Litxaries, said 
construction was to have been 
completed by the end of August 


diis year at a cost of $120,00, but 
the project will Tmally be 
concluded at the end (tf 
November at a cost of 
approximately $180,000. This 
higher than projected cost will 
be met by alternative 
fundraising being considered by 
president Kelchner, said Nesbit 
Thus far. $60,000 each have come 
from CCSI and the Board of 
Trustees of MU. 


This final delay of 
'construction is mainly due to the 
holdiqM of the electrical plan by 
DGS, the Department of General 

Services. DGS is the owner of all 
commonwealth property and Kl 
make a change of this magnitude 
on state land, DGS must apptaw 
newly every step of the 
operation.

Dr. CoU.stated that "the 
critics surmised that the 
problems were the fault of our 
nation's higher educational 
system, and the dogs wae 
unleashed upon us." 

Dr. Coll continued on, 
attacking the cutbacks in federal 
education funding by the Reagan 
administration. Dr. Coll spoke of 
an America that is losing ground 
to ^ImmIII to educatitHi, stating 


that higher education * 'inilc. 
"We mu^ all shoulde art of the 
blame if we are to prosper in the 
future. The time has come to drop 
the 'them' and 'we' lags used by 
administrative and academic 
faculty and unite. The old system 
doesn't work." 

After Dr. Coil's Ocrv soeech 
President Kelchner gave his 
remarks on the new semestff, 
indicating that the average 
tenure, of professors at the 
univer^'!)' was 19 years. 
Presii^nt Kelchner promised to 
woik on student retention and 
thanked aU of the students for 
their cooperation during 
registration.

After 16 years at Mansfield 
University, Tau Kappa Epsilon 
closed their fraternal docis this 
summer. Accoiding to Jeff 
Bridgman, President of TKE. "we 
couldn't afford the payments 
^ymorc. Rent for our former 
house was $500 per month plus 
eiipenses. During the winter 
months of February and N^h 
1987, our bills were as high in 
$1400 a month. " 

Cunently, TKE is 
attempting reoiguiization. The 
Nu Tau chqjter of TKE at 
Mansfield was founded October 
24. 1971 with 29 brothers when 
the fraternity went national. TKE 
is the largest social firalemity in 
the world with 306 active 
chapters and cdonies. Bridgman 
staled that "although we've lost 
our house, it hasn't affected our 
membership and we've hitf t tot 
of iiueresled pledges." 

The house, located at 49-51 
Sullivan Street, is now 
condemned. One of the brothers 
said that "it was basically a bam, 
with little if any insulatiaa" The 
house was in poor condition 
when TKE acquired it and even 
though work went into the 
house, the brothers were forced 
to leave due to the bad condition 
(tf the houe. To bomplicaie 
n/MBfi for the fiat, TKE is 
cuiiendy paying past debts 
incurred during their resident 
at the Seidel house, the 
teleniity^ previous home. 

All of the fiaiernity's 
current problems started in 1981 
when TKE's house adjacent to 
Madc's Brothers burnt down 
Janyvy 12.

The actual observing 
took- place at Anoni a which is 
the fish haiimciyby~waisBor6r 
This included analyzing die 
.sodium blood levels in btidi 
br(K)k and brown U"oul from 
ddfercnt areas. The purpose of 
this was to find die reason why 
sdmt fish are dying in certato-.^ 
areas and not in others. 
Corrected, aiighng and 
recreational tishing could be 
maximized. 

"By looking at the 
sodium level, you can see how 
muchsfi^ die fish had before 
and after they are stocked," said 
.Sargeant. 

When a fish un dergoes 


tm inuch stress or the pH ol 
die water is above 3.5, diis can 
result In problelns or the death 
of many fish. 

Ho|)efully, diis study 
will help find a way to regulaic 
die sodium levels and cause less

North Hall To Be Renovated

Governor Robert Casey 
has released the $6 million 
dollais to renovate North Hbll. 

During Homecoming 
1987, the President of 
Mansfield University, Rod 
Kelchner, made a very spxxial 
announcement to the eager 
listeners. Kelchner read a leOer 
from the Governor which saxed 
the following, "I am pleased to 
inform you that today I released 
S5.965 million in capital budget 
funds for the renovation and 
repair of Nonh Hall. Due to the 
historic valpe .of this building, it 
is important to the 
Commonwealth that it is 
preserved and reopened for use. . 
The loiovaiioiis on the building 


will provide for the much needed 
consolidation and expansion of 
the library, which is critical to 
providing the best education' 
posable to the stud^ of your 
university." 

The letter was delivered 
by Assembyman Fred Noye, a 
Mansfield graduate. Noye credits 
the Casey team for pushing the 
approval through after benig 
slowed the lecoit change of 
administration. 

According to Joe 
Maresco, Vice President for 
Student Affairs, Mansfield has 
gone through many changes in 
the past four years doe to the 
administtation at MU but this 
will not match the changes ttiat 
the next four years will see. 
Although Maresco's 


involvMnent it in more of an 


indirect manner, he stated the 
long process of pushing the bill 
through the legislature is finally 
finished. The project falls 
directly on the shoulders of 
President Kelchner's and the 
duee Vice Presidents. 

Basic uses and plans for 
the massive building are mostly 
agreed. The lower three to four 
floors wiH house the . 
consolidation of the libraries. 
This joining of the libraries m . , 
North Hall is made possible by a 
unique feature of hooV. storage 
called self supporting 
bookstacks. Along with the 
library, there will be reception 
areas on the lower floors as well 
as adminisuaiion. offices on the 
upper flod^

The high ^ demo 
classYxxn will include 
cvcr)'ihtng from a reftiotc - 
conirol c()Hip;ict disc player lo a 
14 -foot wide video screen which 
can project tw<»-v^ video 
conferences. 

According lo l.arr> 
Ncsbil, Director of l ibrary 
Services and Iiistruciional 
Resources, ihc revamped 
classroom will Ix^ the flrsi of its 
kind in the Pennsylvania stiate 
University system. 

' The demo classrmm is 
tving reconstructed out of the 
old Allen Hall auditorium and 
will accommodate 250 students. 

"By moving larger 
classes into this new classroom, 
we'll be able to free classnxim 
space for smaller, more iinimaie 
classes," says Ncsbit. 

The current projection 
for the cost of the project will 
be about 515,000 for the 
equipment and $35,000 for the 
construction. 

Tlie equipment to be 
placed in itic classroom will 
include old reliables as well as 
high lech materikls. One of the 
unusual additions includes a 
laser pointer for highlighting 
screen images. In case a 
professor is unable to reach the 
14-foot screen with a 
conventional pointer, the laser 
pointer will be handy. The 14' 
foot screen is of course unusual 
and so is the video visualizcr 
used in conjunction with the 
screen. The visualizcr can 


project any printed or three 
dimensi^'Obj^st onto the 
screen. This can be used 
practically for the study of 
small detail on ohiocts, w IikIi 
IS usually impossible to do 
with t large class. 

--Also to be fflstaUed in 
flie futuristic cla^nxnn is a 
remote control compact tlisc 
player, slcrco amplifier, and a 
.si)un(! mi.xer. This sound 
system will invariably be a 
useful tool for music students. 

One of the most 
futuristic additions, will be the 
telecommunications capability 
to project a satellite broadcast. 
The broadcast will also allow 
sUidents ^ communicate with 
the tnui^&An the screen, even if 
that image is thousands of 
miles away. This will allow 
students from all majors to 
attend video conferences which 
feature leaders, artists, and other 
. people wbo would otherwise be 


Other piaes of 
equipment include a VCR, 
vertically sliding chalkboards, 
an IBM AT micro computer 
(whose screcq can be projected 
onto the video screen) and iwo 
individual monitors and 
headphones for those wiifi 
visual or hearing impairments. 

Esthetic improvements 
include the renraval of the 
asbestos ceiling and the stage. 
Also, the repainting of walls 
and scatsmd the installation of 
new doors, lights, and 
carpeting. 

"If we're going to 
enroll suidents with higher 
academic aspirations, then we 
must have facilities to meet 
their needs." says Nesbit. The 
high tech classroom certainly 
ftts the bill.

Week (Oct. 19-25). making 
ready to test young people on 
their knowledge of alcohol. How 
responsible are college students 
about drinking? Passing the 
Equivalence Aptitude Test 
(E.A.T.) is a key measure of 
how much students know about 
alcohol consuinption. 

To pass the E.A.T. 
You must know this simple but 
crucial formula: The most 
common servings of beer (12 
ounces), wine (S ounces) and 
distilled spirits (1 1/4 ounces) 
contain equal amounts of 
alcohol. Why is passing the 
E.A.T. and being part of 
National Collegiate Alcohol 
Awareness Week so imponani? 
To be ]«q;xMisibIe, everyone need 
to know focts. not myUis about 
alcohol. 

Far too many accidents 
are caused by young people who 
gel behind the wheel of a car 
thinking "I'm fine. I only had a 
few beers." Such misinformation 
is all loo often deadly. Maybe ^ 
that's why 50% of all driving 
fatalities arc caused by drunk 
drivers. And why Ivyo-thirds of 
all arrested for D.W.I. (Driving 
While Intoxicated) "just had a 
few beers."

ymt. 

1. Don't drive after your 

next tailgate party or happy hour 
whether you've had beer, wine 
t)rdi.stilicd spirits. One 
American dies in an alcohol - 
related traffic accident every 35 
minutes. Better walk an extra 
mile or spend the night at a 
friend's than risk taking lives on 
the road. 

■ 2. Eat something - 
never drink on an empiv^ 
stomach. Eat before you^lo a 
party, cat while you're there. 
Solid food like cheese can slow 
down ihc alcohol absorption 
rale. If you're throwing a party, 
serve lots of munchies and 
plenty of mixers. 

3. Don't be pushed into 
drinking more than you can 
handle and don't prcs.sure your 
friends to keep up with you. 
Everyone has an individual 
tolerance. Let your frieixts pace 
thjcmselves. 

4. Kecp-rwatchfttI eye:- 

Cocktails should contain no 
more 1 1/4 ounces of distilled 
spirits, Wine is commonly no 
more than a 5 ounces serving ■■ 
and a typical serving oiheer is 
12 ounces. If you're mixing your 
own drink use a shot glass to 
niCiLsurc the liquor. 

5. Know yourself and 
your mood. If you rarely drink, 
chugging a few beers will affect 
you faster than it would affect 
someone who ts accu^med to 


drinking. Your nuxKl can also 
influence the way you react to a 
drink. If you're depressed over a 
test, drinlcing will depress you 
further. 

Here are some common 
and dangerous myths about 
alcohol itiai should be dispelled: 

Myth a 1 . You can pace 
yourself by switching from 
liquor to beer or wine. WRONG. 
You consume the same amount 
of alcohol - and can get just as 
drunk - from common servings 
of beer, wine and liquor. 

Myth #2: Coffee can 
sober you^ if you're drunk.' 
WRONG AGAIN. Coffee may 
wake you up, but it won't sober 
you up. If you drink one t(X) 
many and then have a cup of 
coffee and drive, you are just a 
wide-awake drunk behind the 
wheel. Also, taking & cold 
shower won't do the U-ick either. 
That's only going to make you a 
wet drunk.

The plea is everywhere, 
from petitions in Iwai stores, to 
the buniixTs of ciirs, lo the 
security office on campus, even 
the mechanical gCMilla on the 
used car lot downtown flashes it 
at passing motorists - REBUILD 
RT. l.S! 

Why is everyone so 
concerned about a road that goes 
through the middle of one of the 
least populated areas of the state? 
After all, the potholed streets of 
Philadelphia, Scranton and many 
other large cities in the state are 
in worse shape and serve more 
people. So why all the fuss 
about Rl 15? 

The growing concern 
can be traced to statistics. In the 
five year span from 1982-86 on 
the 61 miles of Rt. 15 between 
Williamsport and the N.Y. 
border, there were" 880 accidents 
resulting in 970 injuries and 38 
deaths. In the past3 months- 
alone there have been S deaths in 
the 20 mile stretch from 
Mansfield to the border. A 
particular grim note is that 5 of 
the 38 deaths between 1982 and 
1986 involved Mansfield 
University students, students 
that had the same goals and 
hopes for a future as we do, 
whose dreams will never be 
realized. 

It is hard to believe that 
this scenic, mostly two-lane 
highway, which winds its way 
throu^ some of the most

beautiful parts of the state, can 
be such a killer. Although a 
portion of the roadway has been 
improved during the past IS 
years, it still contains a great 
number of blind curves and 
rarely does it run straight for 
more than a mile. Compounding 
this problem is the high 
concentration of truck traffic, 
which causes impatience on the 
part of many dri ve r s on the ; V 
mountainous stretches of Rl 15. 
This traffic causes the road 
surfaces tb be worn smooth. 
Adding to this dilemna is the 
mixone of oil aiid waio'. which 
becomes slicker than ice in even 
the lightest of rains. 

There is some good 
news to report - at the other end 
of Rl 15, that is. Governor 
Casey announced the ^art of 
repairs to Rt 15 in the stretch 
which runs from Gettysburg, PA 
south to the Maryland border. 
While diis portion of Re 15 is 


al.so in need of improvement a

Project Pride to Help County Citizens 


Adult education 
programs are being sponsored 
by die Mansfield University 
Learning Resowce Center in 
conjunction with the 
Pennsylvania Department of 
Education. They will aid adults 
interested in coitipieting dieir 
high school education or 
upgrading their math and 
reading skills. 

Project PRIDE 
(Providing Rural Individuals 
Delivery of Education) began 
two years ago as a pilot 
program at MU and successfully 
provided service for 135 Tioga 
County adults with the help of 
7 J volunteer tutors. It was not 
able to continue in 86/87 
because of a lack of funding, 
but thi$ year PRIDE is back! 
Prokct PRII^ n has received 


gtant funding through Act 143, 
in which 2 million dollars was 
allocaied statewide for Adult 
Literacy Programs. Program 
coordinator, Diane Cady slates 
that "our new PRIDE will again 
offer help to adults who wish to 
improve their reading and math 
skills or tQ42|li^)are for the GED 
examination (high school 
ecpivittency diploma). 

Four community 
centers around the county have 
been selected to bring the 
education classes to those who 
need it These centers are 
kxated in Kngxville, Millerton. 
Mansfield, and Wellsboro. 
Each student will have a study 
program tailored to his/her 
q)ecific needs and volunteer 
tutors will help in onc-on one 
tubxing where needed. Suidcnts 


can receive u^aining at the 
centers, in their homes, or at 
the county jail. There is no 
cost to the suideni. Study 
materials are free. The only 
cost will be 15 dollars for those 
taking the GED icsi at ihc end 
of Project PRIDE 11. Cla.s.scs 
will begin in November. 
Another adult education 
program avaulable for Tioga 
County citizens, under the 
c(X)rdination of Pat Spencer, is 
the JTPA (JOB Training 
Partnership Act) program which 
is available through the Job 
Training office. The JTPA , 
program offers bod) ABE (Adult 
Basic Education) and GED 
preparauon clas.scs. These 
classes will be available in 
Elkland (ABE & GED), 
Wellsboro (ABE & GED). and 


Mansfield (GED). 

A third program that 
has received funding is the ABE 
(Adult Basic Education) 
program. This program is for ' 
studenLs who need help in graite 
levels 0-8.

North Pcnn Health 
Clinic has been currently under 
attack by students at Mansfield 
University, as well as some of 
M.U's administration. These 
QOncems have been discussed 
with the officials of North Penn 
over the health care that has been 
delivered to the students during 
this semester. Mr. Joseph 
Maresco, Vice President of 
Student Affairs, met with the 
Chief Executive Officer of North 
Pcnn, Mr. Francis Tripoh, and 
the Administrative Assistant to 
discuss these problems and to try 
to find a solution. 

This meeting was one 
of several meetings between Mr. 
Maresco and the North Pcnn 
officials. The point of of these 
meetings was to try to find a 
way to resolve the concerns that 
have been brought forth by the 
students over the lack of service 
North'Penn has been providing. 
These concerns also center 
around the inability of Mansfield 
University students to be seen 
and treated in an adequate time 
period. ^ 

Mr. Tripoli has 
indicated a willingness to meet 
directly with any group to hear 
concerns and to respond to them. 
He told Mr. Maresco that he 
would personally monitor the 
University contract and deal with 
any complaints himself. He is 
giv ing the concerns of the 
L'nivcrsity "top concern. '

This way 
if a student calls on a Thursday 
and cannot be seen until 
Saturday, the Residence Life 
office can give excuses to ihe 
student for those days if needed. 


Mr. Maresco expects to 
see improvement in the delivery 
of services. He also encourages 
students to call and cancel 
scheduled appointments, if they 
no longer need them. This will 
allow diose times to be 
rescheduled for other students. 
Mr. Maresco encourages students 
to complete the evaluation forms 
that are now available at the 
clinic. This will help to keep 
track of how the students feel the 
services arc which ihcy arc 
paying for.

MU Statistics 


The number of 
freshmen at Mansfield 
University increased by 14% 
this year. The campus saw 634 
entering freshmen in 
September, which is 84 more 
than la.st year's entering class ot 
550. The announcement was 
made by M.U. President Rod 
Kelchncr. In addition, the 
university admitted 241 uansfer 
students, an increase of over 
last year, and over 60 rcadmiiicd 
students, a S4% increase over 
last year. 

, Total enrollment is 
2,748 full «id part time 
suidents, 78 over last year, or a 
3% increase. The large entering 
class was offset by last year's 
gnuluating class, which was 
also one of the largest in years, 
Kelchner said. The rcmi 


popular programs this year are: ■ 
business administration, 
education (elementary, 
secondary and special 
educaiion), music, and criminal 
jiisU(.\' atlininisLrauon. 

News IS also gixxl on 
the new bachelor's degree 
programs. Travel and tourism, 
apprpvcd last year as a B.S. 
program, now has a total of 82 
sludcnLs. Nursing, in iLs first 
year here, saw 19 entering 
freshmen. Fisheries, also new 
this year, has 18 students. 

A demographic 
breakdown shows 2,163 
students from PcnnsyKaiua. 
408 Sluilcnts from New York, 
119 from New Jersey; 45 from 
18 different states as far north as 
Maine and as far west as 
C^tfomia.

Censorship in the United Suites gtx-s as tar back to the 
iirrival ol ihc Pilgrims. Within a few years alter this momentous 
event, nirtauon became such a serious problem thai laws were ■ 
passed to regulate flination. ' 

Through the years theie have been many other cases or* 
ensorship. A governor of Massachusetts once declared that having 
mg hair was contrar>' to God's word. Around 1650 in Connecticut 
a bachelor was forbidden to live alone. Prior to 1700, young men 
in Connecticut were forbidden ui "draw away" the affections of a 
voung girl, under (he ];n'etense of matriiige wUbotit the c(»sent of 
her i^ents or a mqgi^Mte. 

In J 787 a group ^ nteomet in Philadelphia,

Tlic first obscenity case anise in Philadelphia in 1815. Jesse 
•Sharploss was charged with exhibiting a picture of a man in an 
imprudent " posture with a woman and jailed. Six years after 
Shaipless' conviction, in 1821, the first case involving a book 
arose in Massachusetts. The title of the book was "Memoirs of a 
Woman of Pleasure," a detailed account of the life of a prostitute, 
which coniainai no "dirty" words. The publisher, Pctor Holmes, 
wa.s convicted of publishing lewd and obscene print and jailed. 

In the years following these cases, both the states and 
Congresff^nacted laws which stated th^ people could be corrupted 
by "t^Kcene" material or pictures. Two factors seemed to account 
lor this period in the 19ih century: the weakening of the clerical 
domination of community life, and the literacy growth among the 
cili/.cns of the U.S. and the accompanying fear of the gov't, of the 
IKissibilily of mass corruption of morals. States began passing anli- 
obsccnUy statutes, Vermont leading the way in 1821. In 1868 the 
censorship of materials reachcsd the extent, of Congress passing a 
bill for the suppression of "obscene" material. In 1873 a law 
govcmiTig ''obscenity" in the mail was passed. 

The Supreme Court came into the picture in 1895. Dan 
K. Sweanngcr was indicted in Kansas for mailing of "The 
Burling ton -Courier." This piece of literature was already deemed 
unmailable. Swearings was saved by the Supreme Court, who 
voted five to four in his favor. The "obscenity" picture was still a 
lilile fuzzy until April 22, 1957, when the Supreme Ctiurt ruled on 
two imponani cases: Roth vs. New York, concerning obscenity 
through ific mail, and Alberts vs. California, concerning "keeping 
for jgalc obscene and indecent writings" which both men cgnlcndcd 
were unconstitutional. Although both cases lost, the issue of 
ubso^ity was brought into the puUic consiciousness. 

On the final say of censorship, the question is "What is 
obscene and on what terms may the state and Federal governments 
punish individuiils'.'" This question will continue to plague llie 
legal minds of our nation, even though the government continues 
assume that "obscenity" isAidiSsfiable. reco^izable and a distinct 
part of speech and presis,

Hie management at 
campus radio station WXMU is 
awaiting the FCC ruling.

scrutiny of administration 
oflicials, who out of fear of 
offending llie I CC, refused to 
allow DJs to announce tlic 
name of George Michael's 
single "I Want Your Sex" 
duriiBig Uie {Kist summer session. 

The feeling in the radio 
industry is that it is Iving 
censored by die F"CC unjustly 
and the new rules arc seen as 
something concrete to go by. , 
"the bipttom line is that the 
conflict between First ^.^f^ — 
Ammcndmcnt rights and the 
interest in protecting children 
from obscenity will inevitably 
lead to some form of 
censorship. The general (q}inion 
Is that Ihc besTTormof 
ccn.sorship is simply turning 
the radio dial and changing the 
station.

Suicide

Ten years ago today no 
one really talked about teen 
suicide on the college campus. 
Now almost eveiy school in the 
Pa. slate system Ims had ai least 
one suicide or attempt of suicide 
within the past five to ten years. 
It was early last spring when 
Mansfield University lost a 
studoit thioug}! a hopeless 
epidemic that has been anadcing 
iinahy of the coU^ canquaes 
anMmd the U.S. 

Suicide, however, has 
not been a niajor problem here 
on this campus, but the mere 
fact that even one has occurred 
causes concern. There are no real 
numbers on the attempa of 
suicide that have taken place on 
M.U. campus, although official 
reports over the past 16 years 
indicate that only one suicide has 
been attempted, the 
aforementioned suicide this past 
spring. Unofficial estimates, 
"however, indicate five atlempLs 
so far this semester, the last 
involving an unidentified student 
within the past month. 

Ofallthepopidatian 
groups in American society, 
college-age groups have one of 
the highest suicide rates. 
Approximately 10,000 college 
students per year attempt suicide 
in the United States. (X this 
shocking stiOi^, some SCO to 
1000 are successfid. Sometimes 
it's hard to know for sure 
whether or not it's a suicide 
because it may be masked as an 
automobile accident or a drug

overdose. 

Suicide is the second 
leading cause of death among 
young adults and teens. Many 
experts have concluded that 
sukide in this age group has 
reached epidemic proportions. 
This problem has been 
continually rising among the age 
group ranging from 1 5-24 year 
olds. In 1980 atone, more than 
5,200 youth in this age bracket 
kiUed themselves. These 
statistics are an outrage to many 
adults who aren't aware or do not 
understand the problems that 
high school and college students 
aveteing today. 

Colleges around the U. 
S. are starting to take action fb 
help prevent these numbers from 
rising. Universities are fa^ 
with a serious problem that they 
must leain to handle. The 
colfege administrators have 
begun to understand that 
university students oflen 
encouiucr a great deal of sU"css 
during the course of their 
academic and social experiences 


within their college 
environments. Programs su^ as 
Mansfield's own "Crisis 
Intervention Plan," are being set 
up on campuses so students who 
need to talk over a problemt|aiii 
find someone who will help 
them deal with their emotions 
and show them that there is 
anotho^ way out 

it's important that 
students know that on most 
campuses, there are counseling 
centers that can be used. On 
some campuses there are even 
HoUines that are staffed for 
students by students who have

The United Slates and the Soviet Union will be faced 
witti a "series of choices" including postponement of the scheduled 
summit meeting if a treaty to ban intermediate-range nuclear 
missiles is not ready to sign by the end ci the month, a State 
P^Ettpit official said Monday. 

With Soviet leader Mikhail S. Gorbachev due to arrive 
here Dix. 7, four treaty issues arc not settled. These include 
safeguards against cheating as well as a Soviet proposal to follow 
the accord with negotiations apparently designed UBplK 
restrictions on U. S. jet planes in £urcq)e. 

» „ jChief U.S. ne^Xiator Max M. Kampelman is discussing 
these sticking p^jits in Geneva with Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister Yuli M. VoronLsov. The summit is only three weeks 
away.

The Supreme Court, over protests by seven chemical 
companies, refused Monday to keep secret numerous documents 
dbout Agent Otange. a herbicide suspected ci causing canes' . 
among Vietnam veterans. 

The court, without comment, let sUbk! an order unsealing 
the documenLs from a lawsuit that led to a $180 million settl^net 
for alleged victims of Agent Orange. 

The case was settled before U.S. District Judge Jack B. 
Weinstein in New York City in 1984 when seven chemical 
companies agreed to set up a $180 million fund fior the veterans 
and their families. Mote than 120,000 people evoitually may 
claim benefits. 

The United States intends lo sell Bahrain anti-aircraft 
Stinger missiles, but is delaying the sale so as not to endanger a 
$ 1 billiom Saudi arms package being consideied by Congress, 
according to a U.S. official . 

Iranian speedboats attacked a U.S. -owned supertanker and 
three other ships in the southern Persian Gulf in response to Iraq 
air raids last week on Iran's shuttle tankers, shipping officials 
reported Monday. 

Three of the raids were in daylight Monday, and were the 
most in one day since Revolutionary Guards in speedboats shot up 
five ships Sept. 2. 

The fourth attack was said to have occurred early Sunday.

Also, all 
A.D.R.L.'s are tfaincd in 
counseiing. so this can be yet

Students who 
are contemplating a suicide 
might turn U) iheir peers first. 
For this reason, prevenuon and 
early identification by friends is 
also very important Students 
should be made aware of some 
pf the warning signs that could 
possibly save one of their close 
friends lives. Some of these 
warning signs are, a withdrawal 

-from Inends or family 

membeirs; ateohol and/or drug 


abuse; talking about death or 
suicide; withdrawal from 
activities, such as sports; 
deterioration in personal 
grooming; and giving away 
prized possess ion s. 

These warnings take 
on even more signiCcancc for 
any suideni who have very high 
expectations of themselves or 
others, those who have 
difficulty accepting loss or • 
failure as normal, and those 
who form cxtfcmcly intcnjjc 
relationships. It is important 
that any indications that a ' 
young adult may be 
contemplating suicide be taken 
seriously. Many suicides can be 
prevented. Friends, relatives, 
professors, and counsekMS can 
all help ^ke effective action.

square, where they broke 
windows and smashed a 
courthouse door. The crowd went 
back toward the [k^Wcc station 
where citations were still being 
issued then they went on their 
way up to the President's home,

dispersed finally at 3 a.m. 

Students were upset" the 


sent an undocover state pc^i^e 
agent into the Beta Sigma Delta 
house where he flashed his badge

The house was 
surrounded by police and they 
began to process students. Those 
who didn't have I.D. or were 
under 21 were taken in small 
groups into police cars. Between 
10:30 and 1 1:30 approxiamaiely 
a crowd of 1000 lined up on the 
opposite sidewalk. As the 
students woe put in squad cars, 
the crowd cheered the arrested and 
jeered the police. Before 
midnight the crowd began to 
throw eggs and rocks.

Dr. John Keith Tillinghast, professor of theatre here at 
Man^ield University died Wednesday, November 25 at Robert 
Padcer Hospital. 

Dr Tillinghast began his teaching here at MansfieUI m 
1970. When he was hired, he was professor and chairperson of 
the Dq>artment of Speech, Coinmunication,.and Theaue. He 
comi^isiBly reorganked the depaftrooit and saw it build from 
seven majors ir^l^Tt^ its present enrollment of around one 
majoi_ 

scvcnice^citfjjSihBs^j^ on the .staff at Mansfield 
University, Dr. Tillinghast conu-ibuteSNc the University and the 
community in many ways. He was know\for his work with the 
Honws Program and with Elderhostel, but his most notable 
contribution was his work as the founder mA executive producer 
of the Mansfield Festival Theatre. He was directly respoMsible for 
the entertainment 6f huridreds of people for several summers 
during ibc 1970's. These endeavors brought statewide 
rccogniuon lo Dr. Tillinghast and to the University. 

Dr. Tillinghast received a B.S. in Speech and Theatre 
from Ithaci^ollcge in 19^1, an M.F.A. in Theatre- from Yale 
University in 1954* and his Ph. D. in Theatre from Indiana 
University in 1964. His professional credits included worl?as'an 
acu^r and dirccltir at the PitLshurgh Civic Light Opera Company; 
the Pilt;;burgh Playhouse, The Indiana Theatre Company ol' 
Bloomington, Indiana; and the Mansfield Festival Thcaux: m 
Mansfield, along with countless others. He appeared on dl -three 
major television networks. He was a member of the American 
Theatre Association from 1964 until it folded in 1986. He joined 
.•\ctors Equitv As.sociation in 1952 and the .American Federation 
of Television and Radio Arust:i in 1979 and was a member of 
both until his death.

I am writing this letter in response to the unwanenied and 

uninformed auack by an anonymous "Staff voice" against Aladdin 
Food Management Services, Inc. and it's management here at M.U. 

In his article, the "staff voice" made several false 
statements. I%8t of an. he cfadmed that the Aladdin oorpondon 

decided when to install the new dishwadiere when in fae^ lllis 
decision was made by the Ofilce of Suident Afliairs. FWharmiOre, 
Mr. Russell Williams, the foodservice manager, was in ftm ct 
posqwning the installation until the semester break. 

The "staff voice" also stated that AMdinlyienu has less 
variety than die previous menu of Service /measMJit churned dot 
management uses state regulations as an excuse for die tack of 
variey. It happens to be true that the state dictates the exact menu 
for two entrees at each meal and ahnost all other food items served 
in the cafeteria, however, Aladdin almost always provides a third 
entree for dinner and hmch, using die corporation's own recipes. Do 
students remember seting the deOcknni stir*frysa«ved by Aladdin 
on die line last year? 

Although the "staff voice" claimed that Service America - 
made provisions to seat less than six people at a table for 
Thanksgiving dinner, a student foodservice employee informed me 
diat boUi companies had Hoc same policy of serving only gixwp of 
oght. lUa poiicy was esMbUshed to assure diat dwr wouU be 
little waste. 

Finally, it is clear to me that die "staff voice'' has never 
attended a meeting of the SGA Food Service Committee whfch 
meets every other Tuesday, at 2 p.m. in Memorial Hall room 214. 
For if he had, he would have found out why salad dressing has 
replaced mayonnaise and what the prcMem is with the soda 
machines. At diese meetings, whKh are open to die entire student 
body, Mr.Williams listens to suggestions and complaintt. When . 
students complained about the inadequacy of the toasters, Mr. 
Williams saw to it that a larger more suitable toaster was placed in 
the cafeterial When studcnt^s complained atenl tte hKlc ef vMsr, 
pitchers of watet-were provided. 

I m not sayi^ that diere are no prebtems widi the 
foodservKC. or diat diere are no inqprovemenis doc couU be made, 
but the bottom line is dutt die managemem is open to suggesdons 
and responds whenever possible. However, students should realize 
thai while Mr. Williams can make certain changes, often his hands 
are tied by the state or &ie contract with the University. Fro 
instance, it was die Univeisity contract which stipulated that Uie 
cafeteria not repoen until MondiV titeakfiHt iDBiywing 
Thanksgiving break. 

Given the above, the bioer attack by die "Staff Voice" 
was totally uncalled for. As one foodservice employee told me, "I 
have never seen a manager that cares more about the food than Mr. 
Wdhans.
